April 26 —General Mac Ar­ 
th u r’* division fought it* way to the 
Filipino trenches before Caluiupit yes­ 
terday, advancing four miles, mostly 
through wo<xls and jungle, and crossing 
the Bag Bag river. 
This was accomplished at a cost to 
the Americans of six killed and 38 
wounded. 
The First South Dakota 
regiment being tho heaviest loser. 
After fording the river the South 
Dakotans pursued the insurgent* to the 
outskirts of Galumph, but the town wax 
found to be so strongly protected that 
General MacArthur deemed it best to 
withdraw the tired fighters and go into 
camp for a night'* rest before making 
the final assault. 
Th** largest buildings in Galumph were 
being find by the Filipino*, while th* 
Americans were crossing the river fully 
a mile away, Indicating the enemy’s in­ 
tention to a1 bandon th place.

This attempt 
was a failure, but a sj«m of iron railway 
bridge over the river wa- destroyed, 
hitmj- ring the Am* rn an tn.n-p nation 
for some time.

maturely (rf it* own w eight. 
The Bag Bag river, which i* ab*>nt IOO 
yards wide at that point, wa* splendidly 
fortified, aud the* Americans were c«*tu- 


gents, who w ert occupying a largo, 
straggling village of huts, poured heavy 
volleys, 
Iii the course of nu hour tic 
Americans had forced a passage through 
th. wood© to tho open space iu front of 
tho river, aud the artillery, immediate, 
ly on wheeling tutti the open, began 
shelling the Filipino trenches. 
B rilliant Achievement. 
In the meantime Company K, Twen­ 
tieth Kansas, loci by Captain Bellwood, 
performed one of th** most brilliant 
achievement* of the campaign. 
The 
region ut was being held in reserve, and 
Company K charged a distance of n 
quarter of a mile over a cornfield to the 
bauk of the river near the bridge, where 
the insurgents, from a trench, were pep 
poring the armored train, then alout 
200 yards down the track. 
The com-1 
pany found shelter in a ditch. 
Colonel Frederick Funston called fot 
volunteers to cross the river, and the 
colonel himself, Lieutenant Ball, a pre 
tate of Company K, a private of Com 
pany E. Trumpeter Barsfleld and Cor­ 
poral Ferguson of Company I, crawled 
along the iron girders. 
While tins was going on the men of 
Company KL, from the ditch were fuse 
lading the trenches in the endeavor tc 
divert attention, but the Filipinos got 
the rang-- from a trench down the river, 
ami their bullets soon spattered the 
water under the structure. 
Having reached the broken span, the 
small, but valorous party of Americans 
slid down the caisson, swam a few 
yards to the shore and crawled up the 
bank, the little colonel leading the way 
to the trenches, revolver in hand, while 
th* few remaining Filipino* bolted. 
Colonel Funston -aid afterward: 
“ Ii 
wa# not much to do. 
We knew they 
could sot shoot straight and that our 
boys would attend to them while we 
were crossing.”
